“ Since our last report, dated October 5, four steamers 
and 35 sailing vessels have arrived with about 5,500 
tons of currants, making the total importation into this 
port from the commencement of the season to 3rd inst., 
about 12,500 tons against 6,800 and 7,400 to same date 
of 1859 and 1858. Liverpool has also had a full share 
this season, 7,200 tons having arrived, against half that 
quantity in 1859, and against one-third of it in 1858 
Very little has been received at other outports. The 
total crop is now generally estimated at 49,000 tons, 
14,000 tons of which are the produce of Zente and Cep 
halonia, and 35,000 that of Greece. One leading house, 
however, gives the crop as 45,000 tons, Ot these 49,000 
tons 26,000 had been shipped off to all parts belore 
October 20, and more than 20,000 have already reached 
this country; the rest had gone to Trieste, Belgium, 
United States, &c. Prices had gradually recovered 
in Greece, especially of fine and good fruit, which ap- 
pears to have been of small yield compared with 
medium and low sorts. The London clearances for 
consumption in October, were 4005 tons, against 
1,492 tons in October, 1859 (prices then 50s to 65s), 
and 2,204 in October 1858. ‘The exports in October, 
were also large, 725 tons; 218 to colonies, 446 to 
Continent, and 72 coastwise, making total deliveries in 
October 1,730 tons. The consumption of the United 
Kingdom in nine months of this year was 18,200 tons, 
and the export 3,364 tons, together 21,564 tons. Such 
increase in consumption this season proves how readily 
the public take to a good article when decidedly cheap. 
In 1851, when the crop was only 40,000 tons, only 7,809 
were received at this port, and 800 at Liverpool, before 
the middle of November, and the market was paralysed 
—price, 31s to 35s. The Continent, as we stated last 
month, was at that time overstocked. This year witha 
crop of 49,000 tone, no less than 25,000 tons have arrived 
in England within ten weeks from the day of cutting, 
with prices and quality about the same asin 1851. Yet 
8,000 tons have been delivered in London alone for home 
and export in September and October, and full prices 
are refused for cargoes afloat. The current market is 
in a healthier state than has been the case at this period 
for some years past. The trade have more confidence 
in the article, and purchase more freely, being well met 
on the whole by importers. There is at present very 
little range in our quotations; the market still shows 
discrepancies, such as second-class Patras selling by auc- 
tion at 278 to 28s, whilst fine Vostizza only commanded 
Sis. As the season advances and further supplies arrive 
the market will more fully develop itself. The Conti- 
nent is still buying here both old and new fruit, which 
tends to keep up lower sorts, The operations of late 
have been very extensive.“ 

At Mincing-lane, on Thursday, the produce market 
wasnot so largely supplied, and a moderate business was 
done at steady prices. The following is the report of

Provisions—There has been a large supply of bacon 
at our market this week, and prices have declined from 
3s to 4s per ct. Cool butter also underwent a reduc- 
tion, Potatoes, however, advanced; Downs being from 
5s to 6s, and kemps, 6s to 7s per cwt, The quantit 
of butter exported from the North-wall, for the wee 
ended on Wednesday, amounted to 2,105 firkins, 48 
cools, 4 casks, I barrel, and 4 boxes.

Aw influential meeting was held, yesterday, in this 
city, to organise a committee in connexion with the 
London Association for the Relief of the Syrian 
Christians, sufferers by the recent massacres. It is 
hardly possible to exaggerate the misery and sorrow 
spread over the sacred land of Lebanon and Anti- 
lebanon, The correspondent of the London Times, 
who accompanied the French army in its expedition 
to the hills, draws pictures fraught, indeed, with 
fearful images, but declares his inability to express 
the terrible reality by means of language. One 
hundred and fifty towns, five months since the seats of 
industry,and the homes of anenterprising population, 
have been pillaged and burnt. Sixteen thousand Chris- 
tians have been slain under circumstances of the most 
cruel barbarity. Missionaries have been slain, and 


into Turkish harems for a few shillings each. We 
cannot pursue this catalogue of horrors, yet more 
shocking details remain ; and the list of victims and 
sufferers given above is known to be underrated. 
It is calculated that there are in Syria 75,000 per- 
sons in want, and above 50,000 persons in ab- 
solute starvation, supporting life from day 
to day by Christian charity. Truly, the 
„Lebanon has opened its doors to the fire of 
“destruction and desolation.” Yet the worst has 
to come. As all the males in the most fertile districts 
were slain, the corn has not been gathered in. The 
standing crops have been consumed by fire, or 
trampled under foot. The homes of the people are 


dwelt happily within them. ‘The Turkish Govern- 
ment, lavish of promises, is unequal to performance. 
Its administration is utterly corrupt, or, if not cor- 
rupt, is inefficient, and in too many cases the hostile 
spirit of the Mahometans breaks out against the 
Christian in the midst of their distress. These people 
have special claims upon us. They dwell in the 
land where the patriarchs dwelt. From their coun- 
try we received the ancient Scriptures, Their land 
was the cradle of Christianity, and the feet of the 
Apostles have traversed it. But it should be enough 
tosay that many thousands, professing to be Chris- 
tians, are in dire want and bitter sorrow, to induce 
those who have the means to contribute to their relief. 
It would appear that throughout the Mahometan 
and semi-pagan world there had arisen a ferment 
against Christianity. The shock of the Indian mu- 
tiny was felt in the remotest quarters of the Hast. 
Then came the massacres of Jeddah, the outbreaks 
in Servia, Roumelia, and Bosnia; the Mahometans 
of Africa rose in agitation, and at last in Antilebanon
